MACLEOD DISTRICT 
WEEKLY CROP REPORT 

Harvesting has started in Southern 
| Alberta. Cutting started on an odd 
\field in this district and this week 
| will see fields in several districts fall 
| before the binder, 

A general rain over the week-end 
| starting Saturday night at 10:30 and 
| continuing practically all of Sunday, 

Sunday night and Monday morning, 
has definitely broken the dry speil 
with the best general rain since June 
20th. Following the driest monch of 
July in years, the rain is welcome 
though it cannot be said to be oppor- 
}tune, It cannot greatly increase the 
crop because it came too near harvest 
for that. But it will have the effect 
of preventing further loss of the crop 
through drought. It will bring on a 
let of late grain which will now make 
feed, ia will relieve the feed situation, 
beth as to winter feed and fall pas- 
ture, and it will fill up the summer- 
fallow, providing some surplus mois- 
ture for next year's crop, 

The rain, too, will help in filling 
grains so that shrivelled kernels 
which some correspondents complain 
of, will not be at all general. The 
wheat should be plump and of good 
grade this year. 

Crops Hard to Estimate 

It is pretty hard to estimate even 
yet just how the crop may turn out, 
Short straw is carrying good heads 


on summerfallow all through the 
southwestern crop. district. Fields 
which look like five bushels will 
thresh out closer to fifteen. There 


will be many 25 and 30 bushel crops 


all through Cardston, Macleod and 
west districts, while the irrigated 
sections will furnish many surpris- 


ingly good yields. In the south-east- 
ern crop district, however, there wiil 
not, on the whole, be much better 
than one-quarter of an average crop. 

The rain will give irrigators, who 
have been using water to the utmost 
capacity of the ditches, a let-up, and 


will also help bring on the second 
alfalfa crop which is now about 
ready for cutting. 

Following the rain, cutting will 


start in many of the dry districts, 
but in the better sections of the south 
harvesting will not be general till 
about August 15th, and where the 
grain is very heavy, not until the last 
week of the month.
